The rubber masks are more flexible 
than paper-mache and will allow 
for the tumbling stunts the actors 
must perform in this kind of 
theatre. 

“Historically,” Garland says, 
“masks have been. used since the 
origin of theater, The masks are a 
traditional element in this type of 
play, commedia dell’arte of the 
Italian renaissance.” 

He describes the commedia dell’ 
arte troupes as being much like the 
wandering minstrels. This type of 
performance did not have a written 
script but rather the performers im- 
provised from a plot outline that 
was posted backstage. The main 
idea was for the performers to see 
how much fun and action they 
could get into the story. Garland 
says, “Often an actor played the 
same character all his life.” 

“The Strolling Players” is a play 
for children. Garland says the 
masks will give the children “an im- 
mediate visual establishment of the 
characters. The children recognize 
these stereotypes from T.V. and the 
masks let them know the good guys 
from the bad guys.” 

Garland also feels that masks 
serve a purpose for the performers. 
“Masks have a curious effect. You 
psychologically become more free 
and able to get out of yourself. It be- 
comes a tool for the actor and gives 
him a sense of the type of 
movements his character would 
perform.”

Students fast 


for refugees 


Phoenix is sponsoring its fourth 
annual Fast For A World Harvest 
Thursday, Nov. 19, 1981. The past 
Oxfam Fasts, students and faculty 
sign up agreeing not to eat break- 
fast or lunch in the cafeteria the day 
of the fast and have only soup and 
crackers for supper. Larry James, 
the manager of the Clarke cafe- 
teria, then gives to Phoenix $2 for 
every student that fasts. The 
students and faculty who are not on 

“contract or can’t fast’ may make do- 
nations if they wish. This money in 
turn is sent to Oxfam America. 

Oxfam America is in desperate 
need right now because over 70,000 
Salvadoran refugees have fled to 
Honduras in the last year. There isa 
desperate shortage of drygs and 
medical supplies in the camps and 
young children are in peril. 

Oxfam America is organizing 
and delivering emergency air ship- 
ments, each containing 33,000 
pounds of medicine, in cooperation 
with Operation California and the 
U.N. High Commissioner for Refu- 
gees. These airlifts are part of the 
larger Oxfam America commit- 

ment of $250,000.to aid Salvadoran 
refugees. Last year Clarke College 
raised $636.00 through the fast. 
The sign-up for the Fast For A 
World Harvest will begin outside 
the cafeteria at lunchtime. 


Smokers’ will — 
tested by GAS 


Smokers, test your will power by 
taking part in the Great American . 
Smokeout (GAS). The GAS takes 
place on Nov. 19, when people 
across the nation are encouraged to 
give up smoking for 24 hours. The 
GAS is an annual event planned by 
the American Cancer Society as a 
consciousness-raising project. Cir- 
cle K. will promote the event on 
campus as a service to the Clarke 
community. , 

Smokers who are interested in 
taking part in the GAS can sign a 
pledge sheet in the cafeteria. Pam- 
phlets and bookmarks will also be 
available in the cafeteria for anyone 
interested in finding out the facts 
about smoking. 

Because cigarette smoking is so 
‘socially accepted, it is easy to forget 
the dangers associated with it. For 
instance, the 52 million Americans 
that smoke are ten times more likely 
to develop lung cancer than are 
non-smokers. Lung cancer is cur- 
rently the number one cause of 
death among men, and in the past 
80 years, the incidence of women’s 
deaths due to lung cancer has in- 
creased by 400 percent. No smokers 
are exempt from the danger. 

Last year, 16.5 million Ameri- 
cans took part in the Great Ameri- 
can Smokeout, and 5 million of 
these reached their goal — 24 hours 
without smoking. With your coop- 
eration, this year’s results can be 
even better.

Opinions to Dean’s list mixed 


To the Editor: 

The student representatives of 
the Educational Policy Committee 
would like to respond to the editor- 
ial comment concerning the Dean's 
list found in the Nov. 16, 1981 issue 
of the COURIER. Not only do we 
want to clarify our position, but we 
would also like to respond to the 
editor's comments regarding the 
definition of “academic” and the 
supposed affects the Dean's list will 
have on Clarke students. 

Our purpose in having the Dean's 
list reinstated was to establish a 
means of honoring those Clarke stu- 
dents who excel academically. The 
Dean’s list serves the same purpose 
as applause at the end of a musi- 
cian’s performance or a gold medal 
awarded to an Olympic champion: 
it acknowledges the tremendous 
amount of work put forth by a stu- 
dent during the course of a semes- 
ter. At.the present, the Dean's list is 
the only distinguishment available 
to the honor students. 

We found the definition of the 
word “academic” to be less than ac- 
curate. The negative connotations 
given to it we felt to be personal re- 
actions which had little to do with 
the true meaning of the word. Con- 
trary to your implications, a person 
who excels academically is not ne- 
cessarily an introvert. We do believe 
that one of the purposes of educa- 
tion is to be well prepared to make 
one’s mark in society. We are‘all 
also definitely in favor of active par- 
ticipation in leadership and college 
activities and maintain that most of 
the people who are, and who have 
traditionally been considered 
honors students, are very involved 
on this campus. 

Our purpose in reinstating the 
Dean's list was not to create a gap 
between Clarke students or put 
them under a pressure too great to 
handle. Rather, our goal was to of- 
fer encouragement and a sense of. 
worth to deserving students. Would 
we deny the concert pianist ap- 
plause or the pro football star 
cheers simply because not all 
pianists or football players can per- 
form on the same level? 

Lastly, we would like to comment 
that as EPC representatives we have 
often asked for input from other 
students and have rarely received it. 
As our record shows, we are work- 
ing very hard to insure that there is 
student input into Clarke's aca- 
demic structure. We sincerely hope 
that we will receive more than nega- 
tive input in the future. It is difficult 
and time consuming to create, but 

all too easy to criticize.
